Conerete must be made 1 part Portland cem-
ent to 2 of sand and 4 of erushed stone laid
upon a solid well tamped foundation, tamped
well and surfaced with 2 of cement and 2 of
sand,

All walks to be of a uniform width of 5f
all brick walks to be curbed on each side b}
brick set on end.

Said walks to be built under the supervision
of the committee on streets and alleys and the
city engineer in accordance with the provisions
of Ordinance No. 113 as amended.

Game In Plenty and One Specles of |
Semi-domesticated Snake, !
Throughout Cuba game is abundant.
Deer, though not native, have flour
ished and multiplied greatly. Rabbits
are plentiful; also the wlld boar, sn{
called, the wild pig, the wild dog and
the wild eat of the island. Wild fow],
especially ducks and plgeon, abound,
ithe former crossing from the southern!
states during the winter season, while
the latter remain on the island the yvear
round. Pheasants, quail, snipe, wild
| turkeys and wild guinea fowl are alsg
numerons, with several varieties of
game birds, such as the perdiz, tojosas,
rabiches and the guanaros,

The only distinetive native animal i3
the jutin or hutia, ratlike In appear- |
ance and black. It grows to a length|
of sixteen or eighteen Inches, not in-
cluding the tail. While eatable, it fa|
not especlally palatable,

Cuoba has more than 200 species of
native birds, Including those already
mentioned as game birds, many pos-
gessing the most beautiful plumage,
but those with song are rare.

In swampy localities crocodiles and |
American alligators (eaimans) are
found, and, although these frequently|
grow to an enormous size, but little
attention Is paid to them by the na-
tives. .

Chameleons, small lzards, tree toads|
and similar harmless silurlans of di-|
minutive size are very common, while/
occasionally the ignana and other large
varleties of the lizard speclies are seen.

Few varietles of snakes exist in|
Cuba. One of these, the maja, from|
feet in length, is a
semi-domesticated reptlle, if such a
term may be used, for it 1s most fre-
quently found about the huts, farm-
houses and small villages, its favorite
living place being in the palm thateches
of the old buildings, while its favorits
food is poultry. Another snake, named
the jubo, is more viclous in disposition
than the maja, although never reach-l
ing more than one-third Its size. It i3]
not polsonous. The other varieties are
gtill smaller in size, are seldom seen
and not venomous.—Havana Post. |
